Chicken,” “Blue Beagle,” and “Lionheart.” 
Do you see any similarities between the 
three? I really like Fish and Lionheart, and 
don’t mind BB too much, but the combina- 
tion is a sort of overdose on humor strips. 
“Birthright II” is what attracted me to Crit- 
ters (and I have also started collecting Albedo 
to make up for “Birthright's’ demise), but 
something is missing: the “serious funny- 
animal” strips. Does Thoughts & Images 
have a monopoly on that genre? At the mo- 
ment, the only things that you have in that 
slot—“Lizards,” “Angst,” etc.—have nothing 
resembling an ongoing plot. “Gnuff” does, 
but is so domestic and slow-paced that I 
question its appropriateness in a book such 
as this. Yes, I know you like it, as do other 
readers, but wouldn't it be more palatable in 
its own book? 

In any case, what I’m saying is that I'd like 
to see some more serious and complex sto- 
ries; right now, the qualities are mutually ex- 
clusive in the titles you stock. I look forward 
to “Birthright III,” of course. 


@ And I guess you'll have to keep looking for- 
ward to it for the nonce. Well, Critters seems to 
have lapsed (or grown, depending on how you 
look at it) into more or less full-time humor. If 
nothing else, it’s certainly given the book a 
distinctive tone.

Dear Mr. Thompson, 

To be perfectly honest, I am not an up-to- 
date reader of Critters. In fact, I only own 
and have read three “way back” issues: #6, 
13, and 14. I'd like to ask you and all of the 
readers to bear with me if some of my 
remarks seem out of date due to my lack of 
current knowledge. 

To put my encounter with Critters into a 
nutshell, I came across issue #6 while pok- 


ing around in a “misc” comics bin. | am not 
a big reader of any sort of comic (or their 
editorials, 1 must admit); however, by the 
time | passed the first page I had become so 
gripped by the “Birthright” strip (every well- 
read Critters fan knows about this exception- 
ally well-drawn comic complete with an 
exciting plot) that before I knew it I had read 
the whole comic. Even though #6 marked 
the end of “Birthright” (actually the end of 
Chapter 1 but I did not know that then) | 
sensed that there had to be more to such a 
great story and, armed with an all-consum- 
ing desire to read on | spent three hours in 
the one comic store searching for additional 
back issues. The storekeeper told me that all 
the Critters comics they had were in the bins, 
so after going through all five bins (with at 
least four hundred comic book in each) | 
ended up with the three back issues pres- 
ently in my collection. I then realized it 
would be a colossal undertaking to assemble 
the complete series of “Birthright” and 
“Birthright II,” not to mention costly. Now 
comes the dumb question: I know that it is 
possible to buy back issues direct from the 
publisher, but I was wondering if there 
might be a better (and less expensive) alter- 
native. Sadly, the distribution of Critters here 
in the Ottawa area is limited to comic col- 
lector stores, only one of which I am certain 
carries Critters. 1 know that Fantagraphics 
has published a number of books, some con- 
taining complete comic strips, and I am 
wondering if the complete chronicles of 
“Birthright” have yet been published. If so, 
please advise me on how to get a copy or 
copies from Fantagraphics Books. If not, I 
strongly believe that Steven A. Gallacci’s 
creation is more than worth the honor of 
being preserved in its entirety. To all artists 
and storywriters of Critters I say, “Great job, 
keep it up!” and I hope to, one way or 
another, catch up on all the great issues | 
have missed. 


© Okay, tell you what, I'll make you a deal. This 
is in honor of our third anniversary. Anyone who 
buys six or more back issues of Critters (except- 
ing #11 and #23) can order as many as he wants 
for $1.50 each, postage paid! So if you want to 
order six issues, that’s $9.00; 10 issues is $15.00; 
and if you want to go whole hog and order 20 
back issues, it’s just $30.00. Does this solve at 
least some of your problem, Peter? 

No, there is still no ‘‘Birthright”’ collection out 
or even scheduled. Basically, we'd like to see what 
happens with ‘Birthright III’’ before we commit 
ourselves, I know it’s annoying that the first three 
chapters of ‘Birthright I’’ are out of print, but 
those early issues are available at comics shops, 
so keep hunting! —KT
